Masked Robbers Work at Waupaca, 
Wisconsin, Last Night.

Wisconsin Central Passenger Stopped 
By Masked Men In a Swamp and 
the Engineer and Fireman Covered 
W ith 
Rifles—Robbers Got 
Very 
Little Plunder 
and Made 
Their 
Escape—Passengers Not Molested 
— Posse In Pursuit. 


W aupaca, 
W is., Sept. 
20.—M asked 
robers held and tried to rob passen­ 
ger and m ail tra in No. 2 of the W iscon­ 
sin C entral railroad in a swam p thref 
m iles w est of th is city a t 9:30 o’clock 
la s t night. 
The engine and baggage 
c ar were ditched, and dynam ite wa.1 
used in considerable qu an tities in the 
fu tile effort to break open the 
safe. 
T he 150 pasesngers w ere terrified by 
th e accident and m ore terrified when 
b ullets began to whiz th rough the w in­ 
dows of the coaches. 
None of the pas­ 
sengers wTere 
robbed, however. 
The 
b an d its gave them a scare only to pre­ 
v en t interference w ith th eir plan to 
loot th e safe.. 
W hen they w ere unable 
to crack the safe they took to th eir 
heels. 
Sheriff Peterson of W aupaca 
w as on th e tra in a t the tim e of the hold­ 
up, and he at once organized a posse of 
tw elve m en and they are now in p u r­ 
suit. 
It is now tho u g h t th ere were 
only three robbers, two of whom can be 
identified, as they m ade no attem p t to 
conceal th eir faces. 
The tra in reached th e spot w here the 
robbery took place a t 9:30 o’clock. The 
distance from th e city is so sh o rt and 
th e n atu re of the ground so peculiar 
th a t th e tra in had scarcely regained 
fu ll speed w hen the engineer was told 
to stop and felt his engine toppling 
over 
w hile 
th e 
rails 
spread. 
He 
jum ped w ith th e firem an and both were 
prom ptly covered w ith sh o rt rifles*and 
ordered to stand w here they were, while 
o th ers of th e gang am used them selves 
in an indiscrim inate discharge of bul­ 
lets into th e sides of the coaches and 
th rough 
th e 
windows. 
F o rtu n ately 
none of the bullets stru ck any of the 
passengers, although the bandits were 
calm ly indifferent on th is point. 
T he portion of th e gang detailed to 
get a t the m oney in th e safe entered 
th e express car and forced th e m essen­ 
ger to give up his keys. 
The lock is a 
tim e lock, however, and they were un­ 
able to get th e safe open. 
T hen the 
m iscrean ts took dynam ite and attem p t­ 
ed to blow it open. 
Tw elve sticks in 
a ll w ere used, b u t the safe refused to be 
blow n, and the robbers had to retire un­ 
satisfied, although they w recked a p art 
o f th e car. 
They m ade so m uch racket 
w ith th e ir explosives th a t they feared 
a su rp rise from th e au th o rities and fled 
w ith very little plunder. 
T he robbers were evidently old hands. 
as ev ery th in g was done in th e most 
m ethodical m anner. They piled ties on 
the track several feet thick. T hen they 
rem oved the bolts from the fish plates 
a t th e end of one rail and took all the 
spikes out along it, th u s m aking it cer­ 
ta in th a t th e engine would be derailed 
in case the engineer failed to obey the 
signal to h a lt. 
They signaled the en­ 
gineer ju st in tim e to avoid a collision 
w ith the ties on the track , but not soon 
enough to prevent the ditching of the 
engine. 
T hen they quietly took pos­ 
session and m ade th e m ost desperate 
effort on record to get into the safe. 
The firing of the shots could be heard 
for quite a distance and sounded m uch 
iik e a sm all battle.

A dm iral Delgado Parejo was the last 
m an to leave th e cruiser, being taken 
off in a row boat, w hich was about to 
sta rt for the shore w hen the suction 
occasioned by the sinking of the B ar­ 
castegui carried th e boat down and all 
on board were drow ned. 
The total loss 
of life is now set a t forty-six .

Took 
Place 
Yesterday—Vice-President Steven­ 
son P resses On Snodgrass Hill— 
Orations by General Palmer, Gor­ 
don and Longstreet and Col. Duffield 


C hattanooga, Tenn., Sept. 20.—One of 
the bloodiest battle-fields 
the 
world 
ever saw was form ally dedicated here 
yesterday as a pleasure park for the 
edification and enjoym ent of the A m er­ 
ican people for all tim e. 
It was the 
dedication of the battle-field of C hicka­ 
m auga, whose beautiful ravines and 
m ountain sides were strew n w ith nearly 
30,000 dead and wounded m en th irty - 
two years ago. 
The dedication was 
conducted by men who th irty -tw o years 
ago fought in th a t aw ful strife; m en 
who a t th a t tim e sought each o th ers’ 
lives. 
Two generals, w ith silver gray hair, 
who headed thousands of men in the 
affray on opposite sides, m ade the p rin ­ 
cipal speeches a t the dedication. 
They 
were G enerals John M. P alm er and John 
B. Gordon. 
The feud w hich stirred 
them to strife then has been blotted 


V IC E-PR ESID EN T STEVENSON, 
out and they and th eir followers are as 
brothers of one nation and of one 
fam ily. 
The dedication was w itnessed 
by no less th an 50,000 people of the 
north and south, and at least half of 
them took p art in th a t bloody civil w ar 
of w hich C hickam auga b attle was a 
part.. 
The cerem onies took place at Snod­ 
grass H ill, whose sides for m iles were 
so thickly covered w ith dead th irty - 
two years ago th a t the survivors say 
one could w alk all over it from crest to 
base, stepping from one p ro strate body 
to 
another. 
V ice-President 
A. 
E. 
Stevenson presided over the exercises. 
The m eeting was called to order a t 12 
o’clock, and a t th a t hour Snodgrass 
H ill w*as covered w ith people. 
The 
g reat n atu ral area selected by th e na­ 
tional com m ission on Snodgrass H ill 
w as so arranged th a t nearly everyone 
of the tens of thousands of auditors 
could hear the speeches and addresses 
throughout. 
By 
way 
of beginning 
th ere was a national salute of forty- 
four guns by the artillery , followed 
by the “S tar Spangled B anner,” play­ 
ed by one of the U nited States in fan try 
bands. 
It was cheered to the echo by 
v eterans of the blue and of th e gray, 
and in th eir patriotic enthusiasm m any 
of the grizzled old veterans shed tears 
of joy. W hen the applause had ceased 
V ice-President Stevenson m ade a brief 
address, appropriate to the occasion. 
W hen Mr. Stevenson had finished 
p rayer was offered by Rt. Rev. Bishop 
G ailor of Tennessee.

TIRING this l a s t 
w inter, the “Revue 
de Paris” published 
the 
reminiscences 
and biography of 
Mine.

tury. 
Affecting as 
the account of her 
life really is, inter­ 
est in her, both as woman and genius, 
is focused on this point—that her geni­ 
us and her tem peram ent were at war. 
To give some idea of the environm ent sight had proved itself again and again 
and events which influenced her career, in every dem onstration of m athem atics. 


Ing prodigies of labor, winning her re­ 
ward in fame and money, petted and 
adored as the woman of genius ever is, 
she yet longed for the girlish joys she 
had missed in youth, and prepared to 
gaily, carelessly enjoy herself. 
But at 
this time the Bordin prize was offered 
by the French Academy of Science for 
the most excellent exposition of this 
subject, “To Perfect in One Essential 
Point the Theory of the Movement of 
a Solid 
Body Round an 
Immovable 
Point.” 
For this prize she determ ined 
to compete, fully aware that she was en­ 
tering the lists against the savants of 
Europe. W hile engaged in the ardu­ 
ous work she had undertaken, Mad­ 
ame Kovalevsky met the man who in­ 
spired in her a passionate and exclusive 
love. 
This was no season of repose in 
a happy and contented affection. 
Her 
paper was w ritten while she was in a 
state of intellectual and emotional fer­ 
ment. 
Her lover, a Russian gentleman, 
asked her to be his wife, but she was 
too suspicious, too exacting to grasp the 
happiness offered. 
Her penetrating in- 


it may be well to state something of 
her history. 
Sophie Kovalevsky was 
born in 1850. 
H er parents were Rus­ 
sians of high birth, -but her own ac­ 
counts of her utterly neglected child­ 
hood. cause one, in this age of pam ­ 
pered children, to pause aghast. H er 
delight was 
in studying the 
papers 
hung upon the walls of one of the rooms 
set apart for the children. These pa­ 
pers were printed lectures on the in­ 
tegral and 
differential 
calculus, and 
these she pored over until some degree 
of their m eaning 
dawned 
upon the 
brain of the child. A few years later, 
her father allowed her to have some in­ 
struction, and her m athem atical ability 
was im m ediately recognized. 
It was 
ju st at this tim e th at the intellectual 
restlessness, the passion for change, the 
desire for knowledge, spread through 
the Russian women of the upper classes. 
Sophie was dominated by an older sis­ 
ter (Anna), of an erratic and some­ 
w hat sensational nature, who imbued 
her with the belief th at the only way 
for them to secure the freedom their fa­ 
ther had denied them to study in a 
foreign university, was for Anna to 
marvy. 
H er idea was to contract one 
of those curious m arriages, by no means 
uncommon 
in Russia at 
th at time, 
in which it was understood that so soon 
as the legal ceremony was performed 
both parties would be at once free to 
continue their studies apart. 
Sophie, influenced by Anna, accom­ 
panied her to the study of a professor 
of whom they had heard, but never met. 
There Anna showed no signs of maiden 
tim idity, asked his hand in m arriage, 
stating her reasons for so doing. 
He 
politely but firmly refused. 
Nothing 
daunted, Anna sought a young student, 
V ladim ir Kovalevsky, and repeated her 
offer. 
Again she met with no encour­ 
agement, but he tempered his refusal, 
saying that he would gladly m arry the 
reserved and 
studious little 
Sophie. 
Sophie, prepared to m ake any sacrifice to 
gain the knowledge for which she longed, 
w ith all the enthusiasm of genius, ac­ 
cepted. 
It now became necessary to 
m ention the m atter to Papa. 
Poor 
Gen. Kroukovsky! 
One’s heart bleeds 
for him. To be the father of an ad- 


Should she doubt her marvelous in­ 
tuition now, when they told her that 
the man to whom she gave the devo­ 
tion of a passionate heart, desired to 
possess not the woman he loved, but the 
genius who would lend new luster to 
his name? 
In 1888 the Bordin prize 
was given to No. 2, for the names were 
inclosed in sealed envelopes, and were 
unknown to the judges. 
On account of 
the great scientific value of the work 
the prize was raised from 3,000 to 10,- 
000 francs. No. 2 was Sophie Kovalev­ 
sky. 
In one bound she had won her place 
among the foremost scientists of E u­ 
rope. 
She was the heroine of the hour 
in Paris, and yet She wrrites a t that 
very tim e that She has never in her life 
been so unhappy.

they went to Heidelberg, where they 
were enrolled as students. 
H ere Mme. 
K ovalevsky’s rem arkable m athem atical 
ability soon attracted to her much no­ 
tice. 
A fter a time she went to Berlin 
to study, but the great professor of 
m athem atics there, W eirstrasse, re­ 
ceived her frigidly, and, as a means of 
cooling 
her ardor, sent her 
a paper 
which was sufficiently full of difficul­ 
ties to daunt a trained m athem atician. 
In a few days Sophie returned with 
the correct answ er to every question. 
In a short time Monsieur Kovalevsky 
died, and madame, stricken with sor­ 
row and remorse, lay for a long time 
very ill. 
After recovering, she went to 
Sweden 
aud began those 
wonderful 
lectures in Stockholm, thus discovering 
in herself a new power, for hers was the 
ability to im part knowledge in a very 
fascinating way.

now established as one of the finest 
m athem aticians in Europe.

DESPITE ALL CARE 


D IPH T H ER IA DOES QUICK AND 
FA TA L W ORK.

Lad W as Able to W alk Up the Stairs 
to Dr. Eddens’ 
Office Yesterday 
Afternoon, But the End Came Early 
This 
Morning—Many 
Children 
Have Been Exposed. 


Diptheria did quick and fatal work 
in the case of 
six-year-old Charles 
Crow. 
As was stated in last night's 
paper, young Crow was brought to Dr. 
Edden’i office yesterday afternoon and 
walked up the stairs unassisted. 
Twelve hours later he was dead. 
The lad was taken sick about a 
week ago, but as he did not appear to 
be very ill, the family thought he was 
suffering w ith some of the minor ail­ 
m ents w ith which children of his age 
are so frequently affected. 
Finally 
they decided to call on a physician, 
and a t 3:30 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon they came into Dr. Edden’s 
office. 
The 
boy 
was 
able 
to 
get 
around 
as 
usual, 
and 
walked up stairs and into the physi­ 
cian’s office the same as any other boy 
would. 
When the mother told the 
doctor the condition and symptoms of 
the lad’s illness, the physician began 
to look grave and examination con 
firmed his suspicions. 
Child H ad D iphtheria. 
The child waB suffering from an ag­ 
gravated case of diphtheria, and the 
doctor a t once ordered him taken 
home and put to bed. 
Later in the 
evening the doctor hitched up his 
horse and started for the Crow home, 
in the town of Janesville, to notify 
H ealth Officer Thomas Little of the 
contagion. 
Then he learned th at the 
boy had been taken care of and th a t 
the 
proper precautions 
had been 
observed, 
but 
the 
remedies 
he 
had 
given 
were 
administered 
w ithout avail. 
Death bad set its 
stam p on the lid , and at 4 o’clock this 
morning his spirit 
took its flight. 
The family, who had not been con­ 
cerned at all until they learned the 
dangerous character of the disease 
were nearly distracted by the lad’s 
death, and refused to be comforted. 
The funeral was strictly private and 
all chance for the spread of the dis­ 
ease was guarded against, both b / 
Dr. Edden and Health Officer Little. 
However there is much apprehension 
felt abcut the Crow home. 
M any Children Exposed. 
The spirit of 
uneasiness is we! 
founded too. 
The boy whose death 
occurred last night, bad been playing 
w ith 
the 
other 
children 
in 
the 
vicinity 
almost 
to the final hour as his parents and 
the neighbors were ignorant of the 
nature of his disease and he was not 
sick enough to wish to stay indoors. 
Mr. Crow’s nearest neighbor, a Ger­ 
m an family, live about eighty rods 
distant. In this family there are six 
children all cf tender age. 
They hed 
been w ith the Crow boy a good deal 
of the tim e and hence had been ex­ 
posed to the scourge. 
Beside these 
children there are four younger ones 
in the Crow family all of whom were 
w ith tho dead child almost constantly 
Dr. Edden examined these children 
and said th at none of them had yet 
been attacked, but the disease, may 
develcpe later on, allhough every pre­ 
caution to prevent such a thing has 
keen adopted. 
N either are there any 
evidences of the scourge in the family 
of the neighbor, so all are waiting 
anxiously and 
hoping for 'th e best.
